hardly ever without truth, that all dispute 

turns upon difference of definition, and that 

if people were only clear-witted enough and 
even-tempered enough the arrival at definition 
would be the conclusion of the whole matter. For 
their differences of opinion would either disappear in 
the process, or they would seem to be irreconcilable, 
and to possess no common ground on which argument 
is possible. 

It is true that all this has been often said in various 
forms, and the form in which we give it is that which 
was written by the late Professor Saintsbury. To 
us there is a significance in the fact that he was a 
Professor of English Literature, because it helps to 
illuminate a difficulty in understanding the archi- 
tectural controversies of to-day. We refer to a 
letter from a correspondent who, it seems to us, is 
groping along with many others to find a common 
basis of understanding in the modern expression of 
architecture—or, more particularly, to find its 
meaning as expressed in words. In our opinion he 
is the victim of the difficulty to which we refer—a 
difficulty that seems to us to indicate not only a 
dispute upon differences of definition, but a confusion 
of words which defy both definition and its under- 
standing, and that most of the disputes upon the 
development or expression of modern architecture are 
the result of the misuse of words and loose thinking. 

A few years ago an eminent architect, addressing 
the students at the R.I.B.A., said that he could not 
help thinking that in these days we all talk too 
much. In the spate of words, he thought, we 
become self-conscious and introspective: ‘‘ we 
think and reason and apply formulas, and some- 
times we only apply formulas and omit the think- 
ing.” We believe there is truth in this, if we regard 
the architect as a craftsman whose business it is to 
get on with his work rather than to attempt to 
justify it or to convert others to his way of thinking. 

Discussions upon modern architecture are a dis- 
appointment to those who seek knowledge or guid- 
ance, and to those whose business it is to use words 
as effectively as they can. The battle of the styles 
fought many years ago was easy to understand and 
appreciate ; it hurt nobody and was vastly enter- 
taining. If we could say to-day that we are seeing 
merely another battle of styles—and there are many 
who think they are—the situation would be less 
difficult, because it would right itself in time, and 
in the end no great harm would be done. No bones 
would be broken or friends lost ; and we could look 
hack on it all as an interlude that left unrufiled 
the main current of architectural development. 

Unfortunately, without any arrival at exact 
definition, we have to admit that modern architec- 
ture may be the expression of economy ; materialism; 
rationalism ; functionalism ; and a host of social 
factors. All this has given rise to new theories upon 
aesthetics, and even upon new designs for living, 
apparently to suit the new architecture. Causes and 
effects are lost; we do not know whether architec- 
ture must be an expression of how we want to live, 
or how architects think we ought to live. Modern 
architecture may be based upon the desire of youth 
for change and innovation, or it may be the desire 
for originality at all costs. On none of these points 


[ has been often said in Various forms, but 


of view can it be said that there are clearly worked 
out theories which could be accepted as definitions 
upon which any principle could be established. To 
this must be added the further difficulty which has 
troubled our correspondents—that they are swamped 
in a sea of words which do not convey either meaning 
or accuracy of thought. 

There is need for leniency, therefore, in these days, 
when so very little is certain and established in archi- 
tectural thought ; at least, there is need for even 
tempers. Much more toleration, along with accuracy 
of thought and speech, is necessary, if architecture 
is to develop on lines that can be understood and 
appreciated by architects and the public. In writing 
that, we are not thinking of modern or modernistic 
architecture—but architecture. All architecture is 
modern, according to its day and generation. 

It has been said by critics of paintings that the 
worst thing about real excellence in art is that so little 
can be said about it, whereas nothing is easier than 
to deluge the world with words about things which 
are far from being excellent. This is a hard saying, 
we admit, and there are few who would agree with it 
entirely, but it is one answer to the prefaces which 
so many artists have given to their exhibitions. 
They have found it necessary to explain their atti- 
tude and point of view to a public who, apparently, 
would fail to understand or appreciate. 

But in this hard criticism there is a grain of truth 
that applies to many forms of present-day art. Our 
inability to find beauty in these forms is regarded, 
by those who do, as a fault that lies in our prejudice 
and ignorance. Even so, if we agree to stretch a 
point and agree that sheer beauty might not make a 
universal appeal, but only to those with knowledge 
and understanding, we are still in the position that 
when a work of art will not make its own appeal, the 
remedy should lie in an appeal through words and 
speech. In these attempts to interpret a new form 
of art, for those who fail to appreciate, the need for 
accuracy of word and thought is obvious. 

There are those who like or dislike experiment in 
any art. Forty years ago, Kipling was having 
trouble with critics for being original when they 
thought he should be conventional, and he summed 
up the matter thus :—~ 

“There are nine and sixty ways of constructing 
tribal lays, and every single one of them is right ! ”’ 

As we write that, we realise that the position to-day 
is the other way round! We must be original: if 
we are conventional, we are hopeless. That would 
not matter very much if we were not arbitrarily 
supposed to be on some side, on the principle that 
if we are not for it we are against it. It is all so very 
foolish. If there are nine and sixty ways, we might 
plead with reason that a negative or indifferent 
attitude towards any of them should not be regarded 
so very seriously by those who differ from us. 

We plead for toleration and the open mind. On 
the other hand, if knowledge and appreciation of 
new forms of art are to be forced upon us through 
words, we also plead that they should be made to 
convey their meaning clearly. It is well that all of 
us should bear in mind that one of the heresies of 
our time is that everything, however individual ‘and 
difficult, may be learnt by anybody if only those,who 
possess the secret will let it out.

be relieved by a few well-placed figures, 
thus helping the sculptor to survive 
seat period when his work is not 
in fashion. It is a sorry outlook for 
sculptors and others if they are to 
receive no More encouragement than 
they do at present.

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William Morris was beyond the pocket 
of the multitude. He was a Socialist, 
and he opposed the machine in all its 
forms—yet his books, his wall papers, 
and all his productions were always 
beyond my means. Surely there is a 
confusion somewhere in this 0- 
social-art activity. I have no doubt 
that these volumes will be beautiful 
and all that books should be, just as 
all Morris’s activities centred on pro- 
moting a more beautiful, seemly and 
healthy order. But wouldn’t art have 
been a lovely thing in all our lives, and 
have done the very thing that Morris 
wanted, if he could have given his 
mind to some process by which we 
could all have afforded to buy it? No: 
beauty was expensive and for the few— 
and better that way, apparently, than 
inexpensive but good art for the multi- 
tude. These expensive new volumes, 
therefore, with their ideas upon archi- 
tecture and the face of the country, 
must take their place along with the 
other things—outside my scope.”

Exhibition, burg (see _ illustrations 
Johannesburg. on pages 95 and 99), 
comprises a building of approximately 
40 ft. by 60 ft., with a formal garden 
and a pool in front, so that visitors 
walking along the main avenue would 
have a view of the building reflected 
in the pool. The conception is modern, 
drawing attention to the fact that 
Scottish enterprise and industry are 
contemporary, though modern Scottish 
thought has its roots steeped in 
tradition. The main feature of the 
scheme is the Hall of Scotland, which 
rises to a height of almost 40 ft. In 
the centre and flush with the floor of 
this main apartment is a fountain 
which will play continually. The 
overflow runs along a runnel which is 
illuminated by electricity, and the 
water can be seen flowing out of the 
Hall of Scotland, down the steps and 
into the pool. The pool has six flags

On the 
opposite side of the main entrance is 
a 60-tt. veranda, from which visitors 
can view the gardens and other portions 
of the exhibition.

A 
special feature of the exhibition is 
the ificent model lent by the 
Clyde Trust, which shows in detail the 
Clyde as a shipping centre. Above 
this are some carefully chosen and 
beautifully taken photographs of 
typical Scottish scenery, supplied by 
the Scottish Travel Bureau.

Tue Miners’ Welfare Fund 


Miners’ is a national fund provid- 
by org ing for the welfare of a 
Report. whole industry, and in this 


it affords a unique 
example of industrial welfare work. The 
Fund is administered by the Miners’ Wel- 
fare Committee, whose annual Report 
has just been published. More than five 
million pounds have been devoted to 
providing outdoor recreation and in- 
door amusements and leisure occupa- 
tions for the 800,000 or so employed 
in the coal mining industry, from South 
Wales to Derbyshire and from Kent to 
Fife. The mining communities nearly 
all have their village halls or institutes, 
sports grounds of all sorte and sizes, 


with pavilions, bowling greens, tennis 
courts, children’s playgroands, and all 
manner of other adjuncts, including, in 
some places, indoor and open-air swim- 
ming baths. Another activity of the 
Fund well known to our readers is to 
provide pithead baths where the miners 
change their clothes when going to 
work, wash after work, and their 
working clothes. Already 168 of these 
new installations, accommodating more 
than 220,000 workers, have been built 
and 43 more have been started or 
planned at a total cost of nearly three 
and a half million pounds. Many of 
them are provided with canteens and 
cycle stores. The photographs in the 
illustrate the efforts of the 
Miners’ Welfare Committee to improve 
the standard of industrial architecture 
and to use the building of baths as an 
occasion for assisting to make the 
place of work less unattractive than 
it has been in the past. Under 
the control of the chief architect, Mr. 
J. H. Forshaw, M.C., M.A., F.R.1.B.A., 
this object has been abundantly 
achieved.

Purchase, dated July 1, 1932. 


‘““THe Wittows”’ Estate. 


Dean Mr. Purcase,—Further to my sug- 
estions for the above, and your very lucid 
escription of your ideas, which I have closely 
followed, I suggest that the approach road 
should make use of the drive and its avenue 
by the addition of another one-way road 

ongside the northerly trees, a further line 
of suitable trees being planted to make a 
double avenue. 

The gardens to the houses are mostly 
small, but quite suitable to the type of town 
dweller we are providing for, especially if 
you lay down the communal tennis courts you 
suggest. If the people are chosen wisely, this 
should make a very charming little colony. 
We are on safe ground with rd to the 
lodges, since these are already dwelling-houses. 
Is no dampcourse, and can treat them 
as I proposed. with the stables. 

I understand the Council will shortly pass 
a resolution to prepare a town plannin 
scheme, and that they will control s

The Panel System. 

Sm,—The article in your issue of July 10 
on this subject deals very clearly with the 
situation as regards Advisory Panels of 
Architects under Town Planning regulations. 
As a member of a local authority, however, 
may I be permitted to suggest that the time 
has arrived when architects themselves 
should take a hand in local government. 

In my own experience there is a great re- 
luctance, amounting almost to indifference, 
on the part of architects, to offer themselves 
for membership of local and other authori- 
ties, and the fact is that the worthy gentle- 
men who are sent as our representatives have 
no knowledge or training which would qualify 
them in the many drastic reforms that are 
visualised, and possible, under town plan- 
ning. 

If other vocations can find men with time 
to devote to local administration, surely it 
ought to be possible for a reasonable per- 
centage of architects to undertake similar 
responsibilities. Until they do so they cannot 
reasonably expect governing bodies to pay 
too much attention to their particular views, 
whereas if they had their own senta- 
tives, these views could be very forcibly 
brought before the notice of those whose 
duty it becomes to administer town planni 
and other measures affecting the architects 
profession.

Chapter III, dealing descriptively with the 
accommodation required for intente’ junior 
and senior schools respectively (analysed in 
tabular form for senicr schools in Appendix 
III.), constitutes, with Chapter IV., contain- 
ing detailed comments on the different types 
of room required, @ comprehensive and 
valuable — to modern practice in school 


vision for all those concerned in this prob- 
tlgeme tele , administrators and teachers. 

The essentials of nursery class accommoda- 
tion are examined; simplicity in all arrange- 
ments is emphasised as the primary need. 
Where circumstances render it desirable, a 
reception classroom in the infants’ school, for 
the purpose of introducing five-year-old school 
entrants to their new life in the school com- 
munity, is suggested. 

The junior school ‘‘ as a separate entity 
is still in process of development, and for 
this reason any dogmatic statement as to its 
character and requirements is inadvisable,” 
but the emphasis on the hall marks the 
importance attached to physical education 
for children under 11, the recommenda- 
tion that one room to every four classrooms 
should have an area up to sq. ft. ** more 
particularly fitted for adventure in elemen- 
tary craft” is indicative of the piace which 
should be assigned to practical work in the 
junior school. 


Senior Schools. 

For children in the senior school it is 
“important to create tastes and interests 
which will remain with the pupils after. they 
have left school, aud to give them means and 
occasions for understanding their own place 
and function in an ordered community. For 
this the senior school should, in the 
words of the Hadow Report, itself form an 
“Ordered Society.’"’ This conception of the 
needs of older children demands a generous 
place in the curriculum and generous space 
in the buildings for practical and creative 
work. This significant departure from 
earlier conceptions is well illustrated by the 
following quotation :— 


“When it is realised that the practical 
rooms include not only those appropriated 
to manual or domestic work, but also those 
devoted to science in all its aspects, to art 
and to crafts in their various forms, it will 
probably be not unreasonable to suggest 
that the accommodation of a senior school 
should be divided almost equally between 
classrooms and practical rooms. It should 
be noted that, as the practical rooms, 
besides being no less important than the 
classrooms, are far harder to plan, their 
number and arrangement is one of the first 
points to consider in designing a new 
senior school.”’ 


The School Hall. 

The necessity for halls in infants’, junior 
and senior schools is emphasised—for those 
school assemblies which play so important a 
part in ing a sense of corporate life, 
for dramatic , for listening to broad- 
casts and viewing films or lantern slides, and 
where a gymnasium is not available, for 
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physical training. But the school hall has 
other uses :— 


“The social uses of a hall, as distinct 
from its educational uses, are perhaps even 
more marked in rural than in urban areas. 
Everywhere the needs of such occasions as. 
anniversaries, parents’ 5 and exhibi- 
tions of school work can only be adequately 
met in the hall; but in rural districts it is 
to be hoped that the school hall will tend 
more more to become the focus and 
centre of life in the village or small town.” 


Classrooms. 

Classrooms with an area of 520 sq. ft., 
rather than the traditional 480 sq. ft., are 
considered desirable for all types of school, 
having regard to the space necessary for 
furnishing with chairs and tables in accord- 
ance with modern practice. The question of 
storage space in the classroom is important, 
and the possibility of nie wee se with 
wall lockers, or, alternatively, lockers in the 
corridors or in separate locker rooms, is 
suggested. 


Practical Rooms. rer s 

Practical rooms (size, lighting, storage, 
equipment, and arrangement) are dealt with 
in detail in Chapter IV. Science, handicraft 
(woodwork and metalwork), housecraft, art 
and craft rooms are all eee in the 
light of modern practice. the growing 
ianvertaiine of biology is emphasised and the 
desirable modifications of or additions to the 
science room, ¢e.g., @ small glasshouse, space 
for aquaria, etc., are suggested. 


Library and Non-Teaching Accommodation. 

The uses of a library in a senior school are 
clearly set forth: “ The size of the library 
depends largely upon the size that is proposed 
for it. Where it is intended that a whole 
class shall use the library at one time, a 
room larger than the ordinary classroom 
would clearly be needed in order to provide 
sufficient pes space for bookshelves as well 
as floor space for table and chairs. The 
library may, however, be visualised as a 
reading room or private study room for 
smaller groups of children who work there 
unsupervised ; in this _ ot be - 
reason, to provide a specially room, an 
the main jeyuirenenie are adequate lighting 
and bookshelves, so designed that the children 
can see and choose the books for themselves.” 

Cha IV concludes with a section devoted 
to school gardens. : 

Chapter V deals with the architectural 
requirements of entrances, staircases, corri- 
dors, staff rooms, store rooms, cloakrooms, 
changing rooms, lavatories, medical inspec- 
tion rooms, and bicycle sheds. 


Technical and Asthetic Considerations. 

Chapters VI, VII, VIII and IX afford 
practical guidance for architects on a variety 
of subjects. Single-story buildings are stated 
to be preferable where the area of the site 
is sufficient.’ Special consideration is given 
to important subjects, acoustics and decora- 
tion. The chapter (VII) entitled ‘‘ Treat- 
ment, Construction and Materials "’ opens as 
follows :-— 

“* That schools should be attractive features 
in the architectural layout of a neighbour- 
hood, in harmony with their surroundings, 
is obviously desirable. It is equally desirable 
that schools should be i in the best 
possible taste, not only in external appear. 
ance, but in every respect, even to details of 
furnishing, equipment and decoration, for in 
this way only can they create the environment 
best calculated to arouse the artistic sensi- 
bilities of the pupils and lead them to appre- 
ciate beanty in the common objects of their 
oer life.’ 

Of the alternatives to traditional methods 
of brick construction, it is stated that the only 
one which has produced a substantial saving 
in first cost is timber, and the use of Empire- 
grown timber is suggested. 

The “‘ Suggestions’ should be of interest 
not only to local education authorities, school 
managers and architects, but also to teachers 
and all others concerned with educational 
developments.

We give below 
reports of two of the lectures. 


FLAT ROOFS. 

A lecture on this subject was given on 
July 8 by Mr. D. E. E. Gibson, MA., 
A.R.1.B.A. (member of the staff of the Build- 
ing Research Station), who said there were 
indications icati that the flat roof was being 

to an increasing extent. There were 
various reasons for this, but the object of 
the lecture was to point out that the flat roof 
introduced certain problems in construction 
which ep yeye.g easy of solution. The 

i a@ very period of 
evolution, and as a result - ty i 
methods of construction were adequate and 
failures were rare.. By the exercise of fore- 
thought and by obtaining a knowledge of the 
fundamental p ies of the materials used 
the architect might be able to shorten the 
period of evolution of the flat roof and avoid 
some of the annoying failures which had 
hitherto been an inevitable feature of evolu- 
tionary processes in building. 

The troubles which appeared to be most 
generally associated with flat-roof construc- 
tion were: (1) Direct permeability through 
the roof deck ; oe one see h 
external walls where they adjoin roof : 
(3) excessive heat in summer in rooms imme- 
diately below roof; (4) excessive coldness in 
winter in rooms immediately below roof; 
(5) condensation on underside of roof slab; 
(6) pattern a on ceilings; (7) thermal 
movements in slab, causing structural 
troubles; (8) blistering of roof membrane; 
(9) smoky chimneys; (10) necessity for 
lightning conductors. 

This might sound a formidable list, but it 
was only through incompetent design, and a 
misunderstanding of the constructional forms 
which were used, that these troubles had been 
allowed to occur in the past. He would 
. describe in detail the problems just mentioned, 
and the ways in which these might be over- 
come. 


Direct Permeability through Roof Deck. 

This type of trouble was not very usual, 
but might occur either by means of cracks 
in the waterproof membrane covering the roof 
slab, or in roof slabs in which no such meia- 
brane existed. In some cases an uncovered 
roof slab of concrete had been used, it being 
argued that a well-made concrete should be 
able to resist moisture penetration. Whilst it 
was possible to produce a very dense and 
impermeable concrete, movements were liable 
to occur subsequently, due to settlement, 
thermal and moisture movements, and the 
initial drying shrinkage of the concrete slab. 
These movements were very likely to result in 
the formation of cracks, which would allow 
the passage of moisture h the roof. 
The use of an integral w roofer when the 
concrete was being made would only be a true 
safeguard to a concrete roof so long as it 
assisted in preventing crack formation. 

It was considered, therefore, that an im- 
pervious membrane was essential in flat-roof 
construction. The essentials of such a mem- 
brane were that it should be waterproof, ex- 
tremely durable, able to withstand extremes 
of heat and cold without softening or crack- 
ing, and be sufficiently strong and ductile to 
enable it to bridge any which might 
develop in the supporting structure.

tion in the walls adjoining flat roofs had been 
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reported to the Building Research Station. 
To some extent this trouble was the outcome 
of applying traditional construction to new 
principles in design. 

The use of 9-in. solid brick walls for houses 
and buildings of the smaller kind was 
extremely common. Where the situation was 
fairly sheltered and there were buildings to 
act as wind-breaks, such construction was 
generally adequate. The design of the build- 
ing, however, had an important influence on 
the behaviour of the brickwork. Where 
there was a pitched roof with reasonable 
eaves-overhang, this sheltered the wall below 
for a considerable depth. 

It appeared that the methods which had 
been found adequate in small sheltered 
dwellings were being applied in conditions 
where they were almost bound to fail. In 
large blocks of flats the greater height intro- 
duced a serious hazard. The exposure to 
wind increased the amount of rainwater which 
fell on the wall surface, and it only required 
a storm of sufficient duration for moisture 
to pass right through the headers or through 
the joints. The absence of eaves also 
increased the risk of penetration. 


The conclusion appeared to be that for 
brick buildings exceeding two stories in 
height, desigaed without the traditional 
features which protected the wall from rain- 
fall, the use of cavity brickwork in the 
external walls should be regarded as neces- 
sary. It was essential that either the cavity 

stem be continued at the junction between 
the roof and the external wall, or that a 
suitable damp-proof course be inserted. 


Excessive Heat in Summer in Roors 
Immediately Below Roof. 

The architect was —— faced with the 
problem of keeping the building cool in 
summer. The value of the roofing in this 
respect. depended largely upon the nature of 
its surface, which determined the proportion 
of solar energy absorbed, as well as upon its 
insulating properties, which determined the 
amount of a transmitted through into the 
roof after it had been absorbed by the sur- 
face. This problem was also bound up with 
the question of keeping the building warm 
in winter, and these two points must be con- 
sidered together. 


Tt was most important in framed buildings 
with steel and concrete roofs, to prevent 
excessive temperature ranges in the roof, 
since these might produce movements result- 
ing in serious cracking of the structure. 
Excessive temperature rises in summer could 
most easily be overcome by means of a white 
external roof surface, which would reflect 
most of the rays of the sun. This could be 
done in two ways :— 


1. By Corourinc tae Surrace or Tae Roor 
Waurre.—Work had been in for some 
time at the Building Research Station on the 
problem of finding a suitable white surface 
treatment for asphalt. mastic roofs. Several 
treatments had been tested in the laboratory, 
and the most promising had been Bs mg to 
a large area of asphalt-covered roofing. U 
to the present the results had been definitely 
discouraging. Wherever a treatment pro 
duced a reasonably strong resistant film, this 
tended to crack, and the cracks extended 
through the film into the asphalt beneath. 


The mechanism whereby the paint film 
roduced cracks in the asphalt had not # ne 
ts investigated, but it was suggested t 
the paint, while adhering strongly to the 
asphalt, contracted during drying and 
hardening. In so doing it pulled the semi- 
fluid asphalt with it, so that cracks formed 
in the paint film were transmitted to the 
mastic as well. This would, of course, occur 
more readily in warm weather than in cold, 
as the bitumen would then be softer. 

In city atmospheres many white surfaces 
would quickly darken and become less 
efficient. To resist’ such deterioration, a 
material must have a very dense, smooth and 
impervious surface, and this point must be 
remembered when selecting toof surfacings.

Danger of Condensation.

It was 
the idea of planning not a framework of 
roads only, the filling in of which would be 
left to the discretion of any casual future 
leaseholder cr owner, but to plan the whole 
of a large area—the.‘“‘ neighbourhood unit ”’ 
—at once with all its buildings, services and 
open spaces, and in a way which would allow 
of repetition and addition without any fear 
of monotony. There would be group life 
within such a ‘‘ neighbourhood unit’ and a 
development of civic responsibility. 

Was it Utopian to advocate replanning on 
such lines while society remained organised 
as it was at present’? It need not be, since 
public opinion nowadays willingly accepted a 
much larger measure of public control than 
ever before when a question of public welfare 
was at stake. And the slum clearance and 
overcrowding legislation, anyhow, put on the 
shoulders of local authorities the burden of 
responsibility for a proper rehousing of a 
large section of the population. This was a 
ynique opportunity for doing work on a large 
scale, which should not be missed, as it might 
not occur again for a long time. And the 
idex of “ neighbourhood units” as elements 
of a new kind of town planning might open 
up a new Jane of approach, and should there- 
fore receive the consideration which it seemed 
to deserve. 


BOOK REVIEW 


Ancient Monuments. Volume II—Southern 
England. By the Rt. Hon. W. Ormsby- 
. Gore, F.S.A.,-M.P. London: H.M. 
Stationery Office. Price 1s., postage extra. 


This interesting little volume on the 
ancient monuments of Southern England by 
the Rt. Hon. W. Ormsby-Gore, is the second 
of the series of illustrated regional guides, 
the first of which, dealing with the North of 
England, has already been published. The 
monuments recorded range from remains of 
Neolithic, Bronze Age and Iron Age of the 
prehistoric period to the monastic buildings 
and castles of the Middle Ages and Renais- 
sance. Separate sections are also devoted to 
the Roman and Anglo-Saxon periods. 


Outstanding prehistoric monuments, such 
as those at Avebury, Stonehenge and Maiden 
Castle, and important Roman fortresses, like 
those of Richborough and Portchester, are 
the more impressive of the early monuments 
described by the author. There are, how- 
ever, others equally deserving a visit, but 
which are not so well known, such as Kit’s 
Coty House, Trethevy Quoit among the 
ancient stone monuments, and the castle of 
Restormel in Cornwall, Tintagel, a number 
of Henry VIII's coast castles, and the 
_? House at Greenwich, built by Inigo 

ones. Of all these and others the new suite 
provides a brief description.

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OXFORD AND ITS 
ADMINISTRATIVE PROBLEM 


Tue need for social and economic surveys 
was examined by Mr. R. F. Bretherton, of 
Wadham College, in a paper on ‘‘ A Social 
Survey of the Oxford District,’’ which was 
discussed at University College, Oxford, last 
week, by the conference of the Institute of 
Public Administration. 


“The making of social and economic sur- 
veys,’’ said the lecturer, “has recently 
become a fashionable occupation. The 
making of these surveys certainly amuses the 
surveyors, finds employment for the funds 
of trusts for the advancement of social 
sciences, and satisfies that desire for statis- 
tical computation and tabulation which, it 
is said, is possessed exclusively by the 
thinking man and the calculating horse. 
Many people, particularly those _long- 
suffering local government officials upon 
whose knowledge and co-operation the ‘ sur- 
veyors ” largely rely, must be inclined to ask 
whether such social surveys are of much real 
use, or at least whether their utility is com- 
mensurate with the amount of time, trouble 
and money which is spent upon them.’’ 


The answer, proceeded the lecturer, was 
that in the first place a survey could satisfy 
a scientific desire to know certain facts in an 
accurate and synthesised way, so that they 
might fit them into their general knowledge 
of the economic and social organisation of 
the country, They could have surveys 
in order to provide a practical basis of 
knowledge for getting things done, such as 
clearing away slums, attracting fresh indus- 
tries, preserving the amenities of the country- 
side, and so forth, and the third reason was 
that it might be undertaken mainly for its 
educational value to the surveyors, 


** We do not want,’ he added, ‘“‘a set of 
standardised sheets making up a uniform 
picture of the whole country, but rather a 
group of selected pictures showing various 
typical areas and, as it were, picked out in 
different scales of colour and relief, accord- 
ing to the varying objects of the surveyors 
and the special problems of the regions they 
are studying.’’ Oxford’s chief architectural 
problem was to prevent her ancient buildings 
from being hammered to pieces by the vibra- 
tion of traffic, which was not local at all but 
that of half England. 

Having said that the city did not now 
depend upon the University so much for a 
seasonable demand for goods and labour, the 
lecturer said locally there was a peculiar and 
interesting administrative problem which 
arose from the fact that, although the popula- 
tion of the district covered by the survey was 
only about 130,000, and although for most 
economic and social matters it had now 
become a real unity, its government was still 
distributed among no fewer than three major 
local authorities, the councils of Oxford 
City, Oxfordshire and Berkshire, two muni- 
cipal borough councils, and five rural district 
councils. There was need for effective plan- 
ning and building development, and for the 
preservation and extension of open spaces, 
both public and private. ‘ Certainly one of 
the difficulties in the way of this at present,” 
he said, ‘‘is the lack of a single planning 
authority for an area which has so quickly 
become a single economic unit. It is only 
necessary to take a walk round the fringe of 
urbanisation to see how incomplete the co- 
ordination between responsible officers of the 
several different rural planning committees 
has been up to the present. It appears to 
me that one of three things must happen. 
Either the city boundary must be more 
widely pore § ; or there must be created 
for many purposes a new and over-riding 
district authority for the whole of the ares 
which is subject to the urban influence of the 
city; or else there must be, to say the least 
of it, a very spectacular change in the 
attitude of the present authorities both to 
their own functions and to their relations 
with each other and with the city.’

_ The house that formerly existed, belong- 
ing to Mrs. T. P. Warren, was destroyed by 
fire in May of last year, and with the excep- 
tion of the basements and some outbuildings 
it is being entirely rebuilt. The builders are 
Messrs. Stephen Knight, Ltd., of Cuckfield, 
Sussex. Mr. Murray Coombs, of Henrietta 
Street, W.C.2, is the advising electrical 
engineer.

The People’s Palace, Mile End-road. 

The new People’s Palace, which is being 
erected on a site adjoining Queen Mary Col- 
lege, Mile End-road, E., will replace the old 
assembly halls, which were burnt out iu Feb- 
rdary, 1931. The problem confronting - the 
architects in designing the exterior ot this 
new building so as to present a homogeneous 
whole, with a dignified fagade to the Mile 
End-road, was not altogether an easy one. 
‘The internal planning of such a builaing. is 
necessarily complicated by numerous varia- 
tions in floor levels in connection with stair- 
cases aud exits, which to a large extent con- 
trol the treatment of the exterior. The build- 
ing has a principal fagade to the Mile End- 
road in stone, the main features of which 
are carried round the side elevation of the 
front block. The remainder of the side eleva- 
tions are in light peach-coloured bricks, with 
darker bands and dressings to give architec- 
tural effect. 

The large hall is a ached by a flight of 
grey granite steps leading to the entrance 
lobby, which is lined and paved with Traver- 
tine marble; the woodwork is in Indian 
laurel wood. The main entrance is protected 
by a bronzed canopy, the underside of which 
is extended into the entrance lobby with con- 
cealed lighting panels. The entrances on each 
side serve the small hall, and the doors are 
in Indian laurel wood. At each end of the 
Mile End-road front «will be fixed foundation 
and opening stones, with suitable inscriptions. 

The pera das of the small hall on the first 
floor are bronzed, and beneath them are five 
panels, which will be varved-in low relief 
to represent the use to which the building 
will be put. The centre panel will depict 
Fellowship, and the four either side, Drama, 
Music, Dancing and Sport respectively. Above 
the windows of the small hall will be cut the 
name of the building in gilded incised letter- 
ing. The flank features of the fagade will 
be finished with flag poles in bronzed sockets. 

There are wide roadways on each side of 
the building, and these will be closed by 
wrought-iron gates of suitable design. 

The flank elevations are designed in brick- 
work for the sake of economy, and there is a 
special feature on the east elevation in the 
entrance to the ] box suite. The stage 
block is in rustic Fletton brickwork, and is 
kept quite plain, as it will hardly be seen. 
The windows throughout are in steel, and the 
doors in Indian laurel wood. The roofs are 
almost entirely concealed behind the para- 

ts, and are covered with asbestos tiles for 
ightness and fireproofing. 

The larger hall (the Queen’s Hall) has

1,600. This large auditorium will be entered 
from the main vestibule through foyers serv- 
ing the ground floor and balcony. e seats 
on the ground floor are all removable, and an 


electric chair lift is being installed to enable 
the hall to be cleared and the seats stored 
palhgetberaseonler nae adie thetic Pena 
OF any purpose that requiring a 
seated audience. In addition, a aadal Pe 
floor is being provided which can be speedily 
laid on top of the stalls floor.

a stage is being provided fully equi: 
for most elaborate stage wn 
and adjoining this will be seven dressing 
rooms designed to accommodate a large 
number of artistes, also band room, music 
library, scene dock, property room and 
carpenters’ shop. 

A concert organ is being installed, the con- 
sole of which will be placed in the orchestra, 
and the organist will from this position be 
able to give organ recitals and also combine 
with the choir and orchestra. A large and 
well-equipped projection room is also being 
provided for lantern lectures and cine- 
matograph exhibitions, with up-to-date sound 
reproduction. 

The decoration of the new Queen’s Hall 
will be quiet and restrained and suitable for 
the variety of uses to which the hall will be 
put. The whole of the lower portions of the 
walls will be panelled with flush walnut 
panelling, above which will be plaster decora- 
tion in moderation, mainly framing the large 
proscenium opening, the organ grilles and 
Royal box. The main ceiling will be a 
shallow hexagonal coffered dome, from the 
centre of which will hang a large chandelier. 

The small hall, entered from a separate 
vestibule on the east side of the main 
entrance, will have accommodation for a 
seated audience of approximately 500. Here 
again the seats will all be removable so that 
the floor can be cleared for dancing, etc. 
Separate cloakrooms and offices will be pro- 
vided, and in addition there will be a buffet 
attached for the service of. light refresh- 
ments. This hall is designed to be used for 
dances, lectures, debates and smaller dramatic 
and orchestral concerts. There will be a 
platform with retiring room and dressing 
rooms as well as a screen and projection room 
for the showing of films, with or without 
sound reproduction. The decoration will be 
similar to that in the large hall. 

In addition to the two halls a large 
restaurant is being provided in the basement, 
which will provide refreshments by means 
of a large counter buffet served by a well- 
equipped kitchen. A Plenum system of 
heating and ventilation is being installed.

ACT, 1935. 

In a paper by Mr. Stewart Swift, Chief 
Sanitary Inspector, Oxford, on this subject, 
the a spoke of the oe wding survey. 
Notwi — vious housing surveys, 
sant es 919, 1930 — 18 nothing 
ap ing the magnitude of the present 
survey had been attempted before a this 
country, he said. Whatever criticisms might 
be made against the Housing Act, 1935, it was 
important to remember that it had been the 
means of ascertaining the housing conditions 
of a substantial proportion of the population, 
and facts of considerable importance been 
obtained. The value of the survey could not 
be overestimated. © Without reliable facts it 
was impossible to frame a sound policy. Atten- 
tion had been drawn on numerous occasions 
to the lack of proper statistical kndwledge in 
relation to housing. In their first report, 
issued in 1934, the Council for Research on 
Housing Construction stated that: “‘ The de- 
termination of housing policy is seriously hin- 
dered and the accurate estimation of national 
needs is made impossible by the lack of ade- 
- statistical information on housing con- 

itions.”” If for no other reason than that it 
brought about the first comprehensive survey 
of the housing conditions of a large part of 
the population of this country, the Housin 
Act of 1935 should be looked upon as one o 
the most important pieces of social legislation 
of the present generation. 

The overcrowding survey, declared the 
speaker, if carried out on the lines indicated 
by the Ministry of Health in Memorandum B, 
should have produced results of a very fair 
degree of accuracy, but the methods employed 
were open to two oe objections, viz. : 
(a) The restriction of the survey to working- 
class houses; and (6) the vague definition of 
the word ‘‘ room.” 

With regard to the first objection, it was 
unfortunate that this restriction was imposed, 
as it at once reduced the possibility of obtain- 
ing that degree of uniformity throughout the 
country which was desirable in a survey of 
this kind, and confusion had existed in the 
minds of local officials as to the type of house 
to exclude from the survey. In some areas 
the rateable value had been used as a basis for 
differentiation ; in others, the local knowledge 
of the sanitary staff. Whatever method had 
been used, it was certain that uniformity had 
been sacrificed for the sake of excluding a re- 
latively small number of houses where it was 
thought no overcrowding was likely to exist. 
In point of fact, there was no information 
available to justify a conclusion either one 
way or the other. The second, and possibly 
more serious, difficulty arising in the conduct 
of the survey, relating to the definition of the 
word ‘‘ room,”’ had also been r ible for 
lack of uniformity, not only in different local 
government areas, but also within the area of 
a single district, due to unavoidable differ- 
ences of opinion on the part of the personnel 
engaged on the survey. 

“* Admirable, therefore, as the survey had 
been,”’ said the speaker, “‘ it was suggested 
that it had fallen short of perfection, and com- 
plete uniformity throughout the country had 
not been obtained because of the exclusion of 
some houses and the difficulties connected with 
the definition of the word ‘ room.’ ”’ 


HOUSING AND PLANNING. 


In a paper on this subject, Sir Raymond 
Unwin, P-P.R.1.B.A., asked what, apart from 
the improvement of the accommodation in in- 
dividual dwellings, had been the effect upon 
our country of the encrmous volume (nearly 
3,000,000 houses) of post-war building? 
Had it not, by general consent, destroyed the 
amenities over areas of country from ten to 
100 times those of the lands actually occupied? 
Moreover, the efficiency of our main roads had 
been seriously diminished; while the death 
and accident rates upon them had been in- 
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creased, by lining hundreds of miles of their 
frontage with rib of villas, Had this vast 
building enterprise been based on some con- 
ception of improved general conditions and 
distribution, had it been planned, in fact, its 
volume would have been enough to work a 
beneficial transformation in land! These 
millions of dwellings had been scattered about 
the country haphazard; whereas the whole 
3,000,000 houses, at an average density of 10 
to the acre, would barely fill a space measur- 
ing 22 miles each wa ; which represented 
almost a —— on the map of Eng- 
land and Wales. The injury was due to the 
absence of planning, to the consequent 
sporadic scattering of the building. That in- 
jury was by no means a matter of amenity 
only; convenience, cost of services, efficien 
of industry, commerce and transport, had all 
suffered from this want of planning in the 
development. 


Planning differed from the piecemeal patch- 
ing of the most obviously worn-out parts of 
our civic fabric, in that it started from a 
complete conception of the improved order 
and form of the environment which was to 
be aimed at, as providing for pleasant and 
convenient hving under modern conditions. 
On what, then, could a conception of such 
desirable environment be based? It must 
obviously grow from the three following con- 
siderations ; (1) The nature and needs of a full 
life for the individual and the family; (2) the 
quality and extent of the relations which con- 
stitute the healthy community life; and (3) 
the opportunities which og from the 
character of the land, allowing for the tech- 
nical requirements that must govern any de- 
velopments upon it. Taking these in the 
order named, the individual and the famil 
required, in addition to sleeping room, enoug 
space for their open-air life, ready access to 
work, cultural opportunities, and organised 
games or other forms of recreation. By an over- 
whelming consensus of choice, as exercised by 
those who were not constrained by lack of 
means, families desired and needed, in addi- 
tion to accommodation within the dwelling, to 
have about them sufficient space to be able to 
enjoy some open-air life in a fair degree of 
privacy, generally in the form of a garden. It 
was only under severe pressure that the last 
remnant of private ground is sacrificed. Those 
who had been driven to occupy flat dwellings, 
devoid of any such private ground, were in- 
creasingly seeking escape, the more well-to-do 
by occupying a week-end cottage; those of 
more limited means by the occupation of an 
allotment—proofs surely of the depth of this 
D 

The problem of maintaining relations 
among numbers too large for any one unit 
was not peculiar to growing towns. It had 
arisen and been solved in any number of 
other cases, as, for example, in armies, uni- 
versities and trade unions. In each case the 
effectiveness of the relations had been main- 
tained by limiting the size of the unit of 
organisation to that which proved most 
effective, and providing for growth through 
the creation of new units, and the linking of 
these together as parts of one larger whole 
which was able to offer additional advan- 
tages to the individuals through their mem- 
bership of the initial units. e owed to the 
genius of Sir Ebenezer Howard, the founder 
of Letchworth, the realisation that this prin- 
ciple was applicable also to growing urban 
communities, and that its successful applica- 
tion depended on its expression in ‘the plan. 

The third main class of consideration arose 
from the need to frame this conception within 
the limits which might be set by the nature 
and opportunities of the available site. The 
standard of living which the community was 
capable of maintaining; the character of the 
industry on which the community might de- 
pend, and a host of other circumstances must 
modify the form in which the main concep- 
tion could best be realised in each individual 
case; while the degree of compactness with 
which the units were grouped, and so the 
extent of open space to be arranged beyond 
the minimum needed for local recreation

ENGINEERS’ AND SURVEYORS’ CON- 
FERENCE.

and Surveyors’ Conference was given Mr. 
F. Wilkinson, M.Inst.C.E. 

Since the middle of the 18th century, said 
the speaker, the duties of the surveyor to a 
local authority had remarkably increased and 
widened, and from being responsible only for 
the roads of a parish or larger district the 
surveyor’s duties had become amazingly mul 
tifarious, ranging quite normally from desigs- 
ing a swimming bath, a railway bridge, a 
workman’s cottage or a hospital to the valua- 
tion of property for mortgage, the negotia- 
tions for the purchase of a few hundred acres 
of land, being chief officer of a fire brigade, 
or organising a town’s jubilee celebrations or 
civic religious service. In other words, the 
usual practice when in doubt about who 
should do the work had been, “‘ ask the sur- 
veyor,”’ and he was afraid it had been a case 
of the “‘ willing horse.’’ There was not the 
slightest doubt that the enormously increased 
amount of work in connection with highways 
and bridges, with the modern requirements of 
highly technical knowledge and application, 
and also the development of the district from 
the town-planning ap of view, had increased 
the burden upon the surveyor to such an ex- 
tent that any relief from sections of his work 
was welcome; but it was, he thought, at the 
same time very necessary for the most care- 
ful consideration to be given to any splitting 
up, in order to be certain that before action 
was taken that sub-division into fresh indivi- 
dual departments was going to react economi- 
cally upon the town as a whole. 


PLANNING AND SANITATION OF FLATS. 
A paper on this subject was Beg by Mr. 
Joh Wilson, F.R.1.B.A., F.R.8.E. (Chief 
Architect, Department of Health for Scot- 
land). He proposed, he said, to deal principally 
with working-class flats, as those ie our 
chief problem in the future, and in the course 
of his remarks would refer to certain arra 
ments in Continental flatted schemes. ” 
were perhaps too prone to copy Continental 
methods without considering that the climatic 
and sociological conditions of the Continent 
were different from our own.

The 
more one learnt of housing the less was one 
inclined to =e dogmatic views on the sub- 
ject. We could not, without knowing all the 
factors involved, conclude that a certain t 
of construction, treatment of outer walls, 
method of refuse disposal, and various ar- 
rangements for cooking, heating and washing 
could be adopted in this country. For this 
problem, common to all Europe, there could 
never be @ universal solution. The problem 
must be solved to meet the varying conditions 
of each country. The climate, temperature 
and atmospheric conditions, social econo- 
mic arrangements, were all factors which 
affected the solution of the housing problem 
in each country. 

Lay-out.—In regard to the lay-out of flatted 
house schemes, the question of the maximum 
amount of sunlight was of outstanding impor-

Mr. Buller contended that the Council 
should have considered all the methods of 
dealing with the property permitted by the 
various sections of the ing Act, 1930, 
and if that were not done the whole proceed- 
ings became null and void, and the resolu- 
tion of the Council declaring a clearance order 
was ultra vires. 

Proceeding, Mr. Buller said that in June, 
1935, the Council passed a resolution declaring 
the area in question a clearance area, and in 
the following September the order was made. 
Notice of objection was given by Mr. Allin 
in November, and on December 3 an inquiry 
was held by the Inspector appointed by the 
Minister of Health. At that inquiry the case 
for the Council was presented by Mr. Wilson, 
the Clerk to the Council, and the first witness 
called was Mr. George Clark, chairman of 
the Council. In an affidavit Mr. Allin stated 
that at the inquiry Mr. Clark stated in his 
evidence that there was no method of dealing 
with the houses except by making a clearance 
order. Mr. Allin, in his affidavit, stated his 
belief that if the other methods of dealing 
with the houses had been considered by the 
local authority it would not have decided 
that the making of the demolition order was 
the most satisfactory method of dealing with 
the houses. Without. considering the other 
methods the Council could not properly deter- 
mine that the most satisfactory method of 

ing with the conditions was by demoli- 
tion. Mr, Allin was ready and willing to 
execute considerable alterations and repairs 
to his premises. It was not enough for the 
Council merely to adopt the advice of their 
sanitary inspector. They had to go further 
and exercise a judicial discretion in the 
matter—they had to satisfy themselves. 

His lordship said that the Minister of 
Health was the person who had to decide 
whether the local authority had properly 
decided that this area ought to be a clearance 
area. It was not a matter for that Court. He 
could not go behind the decision of the 

Mr. Buller replied that the Act conferred 
great rights on the Minister and local autho- 
rities, empowering them to take away 4 
person’s property, and in those circumstances 
surely it was a condition ent that the 
authority should proceed and bring them- 
selves within the provisions of the Act. 

Proceeding, Mr. Buller said that Mr. Allin 
would have raised no objection to the order 
in question if the Council had duly considered 
the other alternative methods first. At the 
inquiry an architect who had prepared a 
scheme for dealing with the defects in the 
property was called.

At the conclusion of the arguments, his 
lordship, in the course of his judgment dis- 
missing the appeal, said he was satisfied that 
the local authority had had the advice of the 
medical officer and all the nec materials 
enabling them to come to the conclusion they 
did come to. He did not think there had 
been any failure by the local authority to 
comply with the requirements of the Act. 
There was nothing wrong in the method they 
had adopted, and the appeal would be dis- 
missed, with costs.

SUCCESSFUL APPEAL IN CASE UNDER 
THE HOUSING ACT, 1925. 


Re Sunderland (Durham-road) Housing 
Order. (Application of A. Horn.) 

In this case, Mr. Allen Horn, the owner 
of Springwell Farm, Sunderland, applied that 
a compulsory purchase order under Section 64 
of the Housing Act, 1925, made by the Sun- 
derland Corporation in August, 1935, might 
be quashed. 

The order—the Durham-road order—pro- 
vided for the compulsory purchase of Spring- 
well Farm, near Sunderland. ‘The farm con- 
sisted of a little over 100 acres of land, part 
of which the Corporation required for the 
erection of houses and part for the extension 
of a public park. Mr. Horn, as the owner 
of the farm, served notice of objection on 
the Corporation in November, 1935, and by 
the direction of the Minister of Health a 
public local inquiry was held on December 5, 
1935. On December 12, 1935, a deputation 
consisting of the mayor, town clerk and other 
officials of the Sunderland Corporation visited 
the Minister of Health for the purpose of 
discussing the Corporation’s general poli 
under the Housing Acts. The town cler 
stated in an affidavit which he made that the 
Durham-road order was not discussed at that 
meeting. The Minister in January, 1936, con- 
firmed the purchase order. 

Mr. Horn’s contention was that the Min- 
ister of Health, being a guasi judicial officer, 
had been guilty of a breach of duty in dis- 
cussing any housing matter with the repre- 
sentatives of the Corporation while the 
Durham-road order was sub judice, and it 
was upon that ground that he now applied 
to have the order quashed. 

Mr. H. A. Hill, on behalf of Mr. Horn, 
said he did not allege that the officials either 
of the Corporation or of the Ministry of 
Health, in deing what they had, had acted 
in bad faith; but he (counsel) submitted that 
it was improper for one party to a dispute to 
approach the person who had to decide it, 
behind the of the other party. He con- 
tended that in the circumstances the order 
ought to be set aside.

Floors for Piggeries.

Simm,—From considerable experience we find 
there is nothing better than a hard wire-cut 
or paving brick laid on edge on a concrete 
foundation. Concrete is hygienic, but too cold, 
and our clients find that the pigs do better 
on the brick. We have used compressed cork 
for cow standings, but we do not think it 


would be suitable for pigs.

Physi boratory at ington too 
ines on Wednesday, July 1, when visitors 
were received by Sir William Bragg, Presi- 
dent of the Society, Chairman of the 
Board; by Rayleigh, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, and by Sir Frank 
E. Smith, the Director of the laboratory. 
During a tour of the laboratory the follow- 
ing exhibits were noted :— 

Encrveerntnc Department. — Effect of 
Wind Pressure on London Buildings.—Ex- 
hibit No. 607 consists of a model of a portion 
of London, covering a region half a mile 
square, bounded by the Thames Embank- 
ment, and including Somerset House, King’s 
College, the Law Courts, Covent Garden, 
and Ki y. The model is on the scale 
of 1 in and is 10 ft. square. Its purpose 
is to ascertain the screening effect of ad- 
jacent buildings on the wind pressure on a 
particular building, by means of tests in an 
artificial wind in one of the laboratory wind 
tunnels. The maximum wind speed in a 
gale likely to be experienced in London is 
of the order of 80 miles per hour, and in 
designing buildings it is, of course, necessary 
to make full provision for the wind pressure 
during heavy gales. Experiments on model 
ae in wind tunnels have been of con- 
siderable help in this matter in the case of 
exposed buildings; it is now necessary to 
know whether smaller design factors can be 
used for closely spaced buildings. 

Puysics Derarnrment.—Portable Appara- 
tus for the Measurement of Noise.—The 
disturbance caused by a noise depends both 
on its frequency and its intensity or energy. A 
measurement of either alone is insufficient to 
specify the loudness, since equal amounts of 
energy expended on high and on low notes 
do not result in sounds of equal loudness. 
This quality is assessed numerically by com- 
paring the noise under study with that of a 
note of fixed pitch (1,000 cycles per second), 
and in effect varying the intensity of the 
latter until the two appear to be equally 
loud. The loudness of each, in phons, is 
then equal to the intensity of the reference 
tone, in decibels. The problem is compli- 
cated by the fact that a repetition of a 
certain noise, as, for example, in the sound 
of a motor-car engine, makes it appear 
louder than if it only took a 
oceasion. A meter which ig shown (exhibit 
No. 29) has been designed to take account 
of such psychological factors. 








Exscrriciry Derartment.— tic Tests 
of Welded Joints.—The ity of the 
detection of good and welded joints in 


steel structures by means of tests which do 
not involve the destruction of the joints has 
occupied the attention of many investigators. 
An Hn ewes (exhibit No. 222) has been 
devised in order to examine the possibility 
of using a magnetic test for this purpose. 
The reluctance of the joint is compared with 
that of a similar area of untreated metal. 
The material of the joint was found to be 
considerably inferior, magnetically, to the 
untouched metal, even when the joint was 
mechanically as strong as the remainder of 
the test-piece. The difference between 

and bad joints, although frequently detect- 
able Be | the magnetic test, was pro- 
nounced, so that the method is only con- 
sidered suitable for special cases. 


EncineerInc Derartment.—Fracture and 
Deformation Characteristics of Metals in 
Relation to X-ray Diffraction Examination.— 
Each individual crystal in a piece of steel— 
there are usually from one million to one 
hundred million such crystals in every cubic 
inch of the metal as we use it in engineering 
—is built up of a regular repeated arrange- 
ment of atoms extending in all directions 
through each crystal. he changes in the 
structure leading to fracture have been 
studied by the X-ray diffraction method 
Many specimens of mild steel are exhibited 
(No. 604), which have been deformed and 
fractured under various types of applied 
load (including tension, compression and tor- 
sion), and relevant X-ray diffraction records. 
taken at various test stages. Static frac- 
ture, i.e., the type which occurs when a 
crane chain is grossly overloaded and snaps, 
has been shown to occur with exactly the 
same type of structure changes as fatigue 
fracture, which is caused by the imposition 
of many repeated stress applications, as in 
connecting rods and crankshafts of internal 
combustion engines. 

Rapro Researca Laporatory.—The radio 
engineers have constructed an apparatus for 
detecting the noises made by destructive 
insects in timber (exhibit No. 404). As the 
insects dig pen 8 inside wooden beams and 
rafters they make slight noises far beneath 
the acuity of human ears. It is ible to 
catch their noises with a sensitive micro- 
phone and may them so that they may 
be heard in e ones, This apparatus is 
used by the Forest Products Research 
rere ag: for detecting insects active far 
beneath the surface of timber. 


WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


The Subsidy. 

Mr. Porrs asked the Minister of Health 
whether he would authorise the introduction 
of legislation enabling local authorities again 
to proceed with the building of houses for 
the working classes aided by finance. 

Mr. SHakespeare said thai financial assist- 
ance from the/Exchequetwas already available 
for local authorities under the Housing Acts 
of 1930 and 1935, and the execution a their 
building programmes under those Acts would 
occupy the energies of local authorities for 
some time to come. The removal of unfit 
houses and the abatement of overcrowding: 
was, in the opinion of the Minister, the most 
urgent housing tasks of local authorities. 


Overcrowding Survey. 


Miss Warp asked the Minister of Health 
whether, in view of the volume of work en- 
tailed in the operation of the Overcrowding 
Act, he was satisfied that local authorities par- 
ticularly urban and rural councils, had suf- 
ficient expert staff to carry out the work. 

Sm K. Woop said that he presumed his hon.

MISUSE AND MISHANDLING OF 
MATERIALS. 


Tue frequent occurrence of falls of ceiling 

laster is a to those concerned. 
tapidity of transport that makes available 
limes that do not respond to local traditional 
methods is an insufficient excuse for the con- 
tinuance of failures that have been goi 
on for some sixteen years. That a 
plasterers can put up good ceilings under 
resent conditions is beyond dispute. Over- 
ate does, of course, account for many of 
the failures, but to use a material too hastily 
to allow the proper development of its 
qualities is to mishandle it. 

The ease and rapidity with which material 
can now be brought on to the site accounts, 
to some extent, for the rough usage of it. 
A four-ton lorry capable of maintaining a 
speed of thirty miles an hour cannot be 
unduly kept waiting either to load or dis- 
charge. And the —s of delivery also 
tends to diminish e amount of storage 
provided as compared with the time when 
material from any considerable distance came 
by rail. On smaller jobs one often notes 
that a small stock of cement is stored on a 
couple of scaffold planks under a more or 
less waterproof tarpaulin, or even under a 
loose sheet or two of corrugated iron. Sand 
will be tipped up without preparation of the 
site, and as it usually spreads further than 
is convenient, it is shovelled into a taller 
heap, together with some of the surface soil on 
which it rests. It is the exception to find 
that an inch or two of sand is laid for the 
reception of concrete aggregates, as should 
always be done when they are not tipped 
directly on to boarded platforms. Facin 
bricks should be stacked and the site suena 
be roughly levelled to receive them. Very 
often it is found that for want of this they 
lean against one another for support, and the 
withdrawal of one will bring down a number 
of them. Specials should stacked by a 
leading labourer having some knowledge of 
their purpose and the order in which they 
will be wanted. 


Seasoning of Cast Stone. 

When a contract is signed, the architect 
and the builder are usually anxious for an 
immediate start to be made on the site. 
In the great majority of cases this is a 
mistake and only adds to the cost without 
advancing the date of completion. Much has 
been written about time and progress 
schedules, which theoretically are of a 
on all jobs, but in practice are found wantin 
on the smaller jobs. A fortnight’s rain wi 
oe the date on which, say, some arti- 
ficial stone will be required, and it would 
not be profitable to pay overtime rates in 
order to catch up with the schedule. A 
further fortnight’s seasoning at the works 
will do the artificial stone good, but a 
hurried delivery of it because of an early 
start may result in its coming on the job 
too green, and in a condition to & very easily 
damaged. In ordering artificial stone the 
builder should sledale it and give definite 
instructions as to the order in which it is 
tobe delivered. Often it is more convenient 
to the works to make all goods of one pattern 
at the same time, or at least as rapidly as 
the moulds can be released and ed. It 
thus happens that if not checked they will 
deliver stone to be placed in an upper story 
before that required to be placed in a story 
below has been moulded. Almost invariabl 
too early a delivery of artificial stone loads 
to its being , and though the need 
for repairs may for a time escape notice, 
they eventually come to light.

of course as not to be worth mention, but it 
does sometimes hap that an im 
supply is readily available. It is to 
s y that sand must be clean and be 
washed if required, but this instruction is 
not always enforced. It has been stated that 
a little loam improves mortar when the sand 
is sharp, but while it imcreases its work- 
ability, it decreases its strength. Even on 
small jobs, mortars and concretes are now 
usually mixed by machines that are very 
efficient. Sometimes it is specified that so 
many revolutions shall go to each mix, but 
it would be better to state that while 
revolving at a reasonable s continuously, 
each batch should remain in the mixer for a 
given length of time, which should be not 
less than three minutes. Tests go to show 
that up to five minutes there is a continuous 
gain in strength, but beyond three minutes 
it becomes questionable whether this is not 
offset by diminished output, Long mixing 
helps greatly where concrete is required to 
be waterproof. 

In some cases it is very difficult to get 
plasterers to refrain from over-trowelling 
cement mortars and fine concretes; and in 
the latter case particularly when car- 
borundum has to be trowelled in for the 
purpose of preventing the surface from 
becoming slippery under foot traffic. When 
the floor is of small area many plasterers, in 
well-meant eagerness to get on, will 
endeavour to dry out worked-up moisture by 
a sprinkling of neat cement. This always 
leads to the development of fine surface 
cracks and nearly always to ‘‘ dusting.” 


Curing of Concrete. 

Very few specifications dealing with the 
erection of small buildings are sufficiently 
insistent on the proper curing of concrete, the 
old idea still prevailing that concrete hardens 
by reason of drying out. The hardening of 
concrete is the result of a chemical process 
brought about by reactions between the 
cement and the water, and the process 
on for a very long time. All the time that 
the concrete is hardening, which is all the 
time there is moisture present that is com- 
bining with the cement, the concrete is 
gaining in strength. In concrete when 
placed, there is nearly always some excess of 
moisture, which if not permitted to dry out 
rapidly will continue to combine with the 
cement, and add to the strength, hardness 
and density of the concrete. The point to 
be aimed at is to prevent this water from 
evaporating, and anything that will for a 
time keep the surface of the finished concrete 
moist will effect the purpose. Canvas and 
prepared felts or cloths are used, but even 
sawdust or straw will be helpful when these 
are not available. Sometimes a tiny dam of 
clay is formed, and a thin layer of water is 
thereby retained on the surface. The 
strength of concrete at the age of 28 days is 
now generally adopted as a standard on which 
to base design; under ideal conditions of 
curing, this strength may be more than 
doubled as compared with concrete allowed 
dry out too rapidly.

STATE OF THE BUILDING 
INDUSTRY 


“Tae general position of the building in- 
dustry continues to be satisfactory, siutes 
the recent special quarterly issue of The 
Building Industries nc og, published by 
the Building Industries National Council. 
“The index of production for building 
materials and building compiled by the 
Board of Trade for the first quarter of 1936 
was 10.4 per cent. above the corresponding 


riod a year ago, and 49.9 per cent. above 
the po for the year 1930. The rute of 
unemployment in the industry is below the 


level of the corresponding period of any year 
since 1929. 5 

“Official figures recently issued by he 
Ministry of Health show that the ember of 
houses built in land and Wales durmg 
the year ended March 31, 1936, did net 
attain the record level of the previous year 
in spite of an increase in house-building by 
local authorities. The number built by 
private enterprise declined from 287,513 to 
271,611, or by 5.5 a cent. The figures 
thus fully confirm the forecast made in the 
issue for October, 1935. The fact that the 
value of building plans approved for dweiling- 
houses continued to increase after the decline 


in activity had set in is explained by the 
element of lation which, as pointed out 
in the 0 issue, means that the pian 


figures do not forecast declining activity in 
vance. Early in 1936, however, the plan 
figures began to show declines as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year. 
“The number of houses built by local 
authorities has been increasing, and this 
movement may be e to continue. 
Building for slum replacement under the 1930 
Housing Act has increased, and must show 
considerably greater advances if the Govern- 
ment’s aim is to be realised. Since the com- 
mencement of the five-year programme in 
September, 1933, 68,700 houses have been 
completed, leaving 231,300 to be completed 
before the end of 1938 if the plan is te 
succeed, ions under the 1936 Housing 
Act for the abatement of overcrowding have 
commenced, but the standard required by the 
Act is so low that, out of some 8} million 
houses surveyed by local authorities, only 
316,455 are legally Fagonia woe The —_ 
ing of comparativ: ew houses, especially 
Mg a type suitable for the larger families, 
should suffice to eliminate these very bad 


cases. 
“In srite of the decline in housing, the 
total activity of the industry has been fully 


maintained, owing to an increase in non-resi- 
dential construction. This movement may be 
expected to continue for some time, the 
outlook for this type of work is favourable.

He 
is bound to do such repairs as may be required 
to prevent the consequences flowing origin-

directly produce.” He gave the example that 
if a tile falls off the roof the tenant is not 
liable for the immediate consequences, but if 
he does nothing and in the result more and 
more water gets in, and the roof and walls 
decay and ultimately the top floor or the 
whole house becomes uninhabitable, he can- 
not say that it is due to reasonable wear and 
tear, and that therefore he is not liable under 
his obligation to keep the house in good 
repair and condition.”” As regards the case 
Terrell +. Murray, Mr. Justice Salter in 
Haskell’s case pointed out that in that case 
there was no covenant to repair during the 
term, but only a covenant to deliver up the 
premises “ at the expiration or sooner deter- 
mination of the said term in as good repair 
and condition ’’ as they were in at the be- 
= of the tenancy, and all that was 
ecided in that case was that the excep- 
tion of reasonable wear and tear could not 
be regarded as mere eurplusage, but a proper 
meaning must be given to it, and that in the 
circumstances of that case the tenant was not 
liable to do outside painting. On this point, 
therefore, the Court in the case under con- 
sideration gave judgment for the defendant 
on the counterclaim less a certain amount 
owing to the defendant having allowed the 
leakage to continue. 

On the second point, that the skylights 
were tenant’s fixtures, it ie only necessary to 
eay that the Court, followin Boswell, v. 
Crucible Steel Co. (1925, 1, K.B. 119), held 
this not to be the case, as they were part of 
the building itself and part of the roofs.

SLUM CLEARANCE AND 


REHOUSING 

Reading a paper at Liverpool before the 
delegates to the National Conference on 
Maternity and Child Welfare, Mr. L. H. 
Keay, Director of Housing for Liverpool, 
said slum conditions could not be removed by 
the demolition of a few groups of insanitary 
houses, as was at one time thought possible. 
The only possible solution was entire re- 
development of worn-out and ill-planned dis- 
tricts. At last we appeared to applying 
great vision in the solution of the housing 
problem, and the work of local authorities 
was made easier by reason of the powers 
conferred by recent housing legi . The 
erection of houses on the outskirts of towns 
could provide only a partial solution of the 
problem of slum clearance. The garden 
suburb or the satellite town—excellent as 
they both were—could never afford suitable 
accommodation to the essential town-dwellers. 
The only way to provide for the high density 
of population in large towns was the erection 
of multi-story flate. Various epithets had 
been applied to flats, and yet there were 
many who applauded similar methods of 
housing in Vienna and other Continental 
cities. The amenities which did so much to 
enhance the appearance of the Continental 
examples could all be provided in this 


country.

PUBLIC WORKS CONTRACTOR.

Chandler Brothers, Ltd. v. Boswell. 

The Official Referee gave judgment on a 
preliminary point raised in an action which 
was brought by Messrs. Chandler Brothers, 
Ltd., contractors, of Cross-street, Manchester, 
against Mr. M. A. Boswell, public works 
contractor, of School-street, Wolverhampton, 
for alleged breach of contract in connection 
with e making of the Penmaenbach 
Tunnel on Chester-Holyhead road. 

Messrs. Chandler Brothers were the sub- 
contractors for the work of excavation, and 
they alleged that the defendant, Mr. Boswell, 


the head contractor, had wrongfully deter- 
mined the sub-contract, and they (plaintiffs) 
claimed £6,594 for work done and the return 


of plant valued at £1,500. 
: defendant pleaded that he was justified 
in terminating the contract, and counter- 
claimed for £3,307 in respect of plaintiffs’ 
alleged breach of contract. 

The preliminary question the Official Referee 
was asked to decide was whether the contract 
was wrongfully determined by the defendant; 
and, secondly, whether the plaintiffs were 
entitled to sue him upon a yuantum meruit. 

The Official Referee, in the course of a 
considered judgment, said that the work of 
excavation commenced in October, 1930, and 
continued until July, 1932, when it was ter- 
minated by the defendant after over £15,000 
had been paid on account. The defendant 
took possession of the site and plant, and com- 
ete the work himself. It was, said the 

cial Referee, admitted that after a 
Receiver for the debenture-holders of the plain- 
tiff company was appointed, the company 
did not carry on the work with expedition, 
and in these circumstances the defendant 
urged he was entitled to terminate the con- 
tract. He (the Referee) was not of that 
opinion, and he held that the contract was 
wrongfully determined by the defendant, and 
that the plaintiffs were entitled to sue on 
quantum meruit. 

It was intimated by counsel for the 
defendant that there was the possibility of 
the case being taken to the Court of Appeal. 
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STAND COMPETITION 

Tue award in the oo for a stand 
at the Building Exhibition, Olympia, 
promoted by Ascot Gas Water Heaters, Lid., 
is given under Competition News (page 100). 
We illustrate the prize-winning designs this 
week. Two hundred and four applications 
were received and there were 62 entries. At 
a reception held at the Building Centre on 
July 10, Mr. G. Grey Wornum read the 
assessors’ report as follows :— 

** Pony ”’ [ Mr. Rodney Thomas, 
A.R.LB.A.] wins on both plan and elevation. 
The plan is open to public on the two im- 

rtant sides. There is a large display sur- 
foc for the ‘‘Ascot’’ exhibits. “Ascot ”’ 
lettering is kept low, and is easily and 
directly visible. Waste flues are concealed 
in voids provided. The structural column is 
entirely hidden. The whole scheme is simple, 
direct, effective, and gives the maximum of 
“Ascot ’’ display. This display is indicated 
on all four sides of the stand. 

“ Jupy’”’ [Messrs. W. Lewis and W. G. 
Sweet, AA.R.I.B.A.|.—An ingenious design— 
interesting rhythm of vertical planes restricted 
in plan by rather tight passage lines. Clever 
arrangement of voids for flues and concealed 
lighting behind vertical planes. Effective 
colour scheme. Perspective would have been 
more convincing if it had given more con- 
sideration to the showing of the ‘‘ Ascot’”’ 
exhibits. Has not the flexibility for display 
offered by No. 1. Display on three sides only. 

“Rex ’’ [Mr. W. J. T. Godwin].—Un- 
attractive in colour, but sensible in plan. 
Open on two important sides, but display lost 
on other two sides. Othenwise a good stand. 

Desten py Mr. A. F. Srartinc.—A very 
close runner-up for No, 3 place, and an effec- 
tive stand from one view, but lost on being 
shut in on three sides and entered by a single 
access. Loss of display value in consequence. 
This is really an enclosed stand, more 
suited to being placed against a back wall. 
Even the three ‘‘ Multi-Point ’’ heaters on the 
front wall tend to close the view of the 
stand. The materials proposed for this 
stand, though very attractive, are costly for 
purposes of such a temporary nature. 

Desien sy Messrs. G. Provis anp F. G. 
Woopwarp.—A good stand, which suffers 
from offering ‘‘Ascot’’ display surface on 
two sides of a centre wall only. A range of 
one type of heaters only is indicated on one 
wall; an effective shop window display, but 
not suited to the Building Trades Exhibi- 
tion, which is intended actually to demon- 
strate equipment to builders mt 3 others, and 
should give the best variety of display. 

‘**'T Square ’’ (by Mr. J. F. Hampton).—A 
good, simple, open stand, but gives too little 
display. Shows more of baths and basins 
than of ‘“ Ascot’ fittings. Lettering too 
small and too crowded. 

‘Tosca’? (by Mr. H. R. Myerscough- 
Walker).—Permission for a two-story stand 
may be admitted, but the assessors do noi 
consider that any benefit has been achieved 
thereby, and the single spiral staircase does 
not provide circulation for the public. 

GeneraLty.—Competitors for this type of 
competition should realise that the promoters 
have a sincere wish to encourage a study of 
the highly specialised exhibits which it is 
desired to show. The promoters feel that 
had more competitors visited their show- 
rooms the designs would have shown more 
knowledge of the subject. In the case of 
the winning designs, that information seems 
to have been obtained. 

The assessors suggest that students and 
other competitors should appreciate that 
clear presentation of plan and sections is 
important. Most of these designs are shown 
in pure line, so that it is difficult to see at 
once the voids and solids on plan. 


Dr. B. Friedman, managing director of 


Ascot Gas Water Heaters, Ltd., congratu- 
lated the successful competitors, and Mr. 
Thornton White responded. The drawings 
will remain on exhibition until to-morrow 
(Saturday).

HOUSING THE “« SMALL 
MAN ” 


Sm Krinestzey Woop, the Minister of 
Health, speaking at the conference dinner of 
the National Federation of Property Owners 
at. Harrogate last week, said one of the best 
signs of the times was the ever-increasing 
number of owner-occupiers in this country. 
Private enterprise had made an outstanding 
contribution to the unexampled housing 
provision of the last few years. Of the three 
million houses built since the War, 2,100,000 
had been provided by the private builder, a 
record without parallel. 

It was untrue that the new housing under- 
taken by private enterprise was mainly in 
expensive houses and flats. It had done much 
already for a section of the community— 
often overworked and neglected—the black- 
coated worker. With the help of the building 
societies a great deal had been achieved for 
the better housing on reasonable terms of the 
“‘small man.’” He hoped that the private 
builder would «play an even bigger part in 
the future in the provision of small houses. 
Last year no fewer than 100,000 small houses 
were built by private enterprise, and a third 
of these were to let. It was in the national 
interest that this small house production 
should not only be maintained but increased. 
He particularly welcomed the further efforts 
that were bemg made by the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trade Employers to establish 
a scheme for good house Coilding standards. 
It was a matter which it was well should 
be undertaken by the trade itself. In all! 
the house building that was now taking place 
he knew he would have the support of the 
great majority of builders in emphasising the 
necessity of not only good, sound houses. 
but dwel of architectural merit and 
worthy of this country,

. NEW INVENTION 


An Electric Light: Indicator, 

We have received details ‘of a new inven- 
tion (the Sordoviso Silent Bell) which makes 
an electric bell unnecessary. It is simply a 
method of connecting the bell-push at the 
door to the light system, so that the signal 
ordinarily given by the bell is given by the 
lights, already an organic part of the house. 
As most houses and flats have lights in every 
room, the signal is visible everywhere and 
at all times. If it is daytime, the lights flash 
on for a moment in every room, or if it is 
evening and the lights are lit, they are 
dimmed for a second or two. The Sordoviso 
is also applicable to hospitals and other 
institutions, and -in factories and offices, for 
summoning the staff and signalling from one 
department to another. Even in the home 
it has several different uses. For instance. 
where there are maids, not. only the doorbell 
but any other bell-pushes in the house can 
be a for signalling so that the maid can 
be summoned to the dining-room as easily as 
to the door. The Sordoviso does not alter 
or interfere with the bell circuit in any way, 
but the bell may even be kept in use with 
the Sordoviso if this is desired, and where 
there are indicators in the kitchen these will 
not be affected. A small additional instru- 
ment, the telephone pick-up, connects the 
telephone bell to the lights, so that when 
a call comes through the lights in every room 
flicker in the rhythm of the telephone bell. 
Of course, there is no interference with the 
telephone, and the device has been submitted 
to the G.P.0. This and the silent “ bell ” 
operate by means of a mercury switch.
